Wherever a Westerner travels in Mav Tse- 
tung’s new China, he is invited by officials to “give 


us your criticisms so we 


can do better.” 


To a correspondent reporting the British Labour 
Party mission's goodwill visit the time factor does not 
allow a fair assessment of the conditions under which 


the people are now living. 


But those who have deen 
here before agree that the most 
nottble advances aie in’ the 
sphere cf public health and the 
sluwest in the centuries-old 
problem of adequate housing of 
China‘s 600,000,000 people, 

The national war being waged 
agalnat disease by the new gov- 
ernment ts paying dividends in 
the creation of a new hygiene- 
conscious nation, many of whose 
citizens wear nose and = mouth 
masks in’ the streets, go about 
armed with a fly swat and use 
scrupulous care in handling 
fool, 

Despite the swellering heat, 
there is on absence of Insect 
pests of all kinds to a degree 
ustoninhing to a Westerner. 
Condinons in upcountry hotels 
which some Western correspon- 
dents knew in the past were said 
to be vastly improved, In some 
the standard of cleanliness Is 
avorthy of a hospital, 

BAD SLUMS 

On the other hand, many mil- 
lions of Chinese are still housed 
in conditions which would appal 
the West and make London's 
East End slums seem palaces by 
compnrison. 

Bi housing schemes for 
workers are part of China's 
five-year plan, but the problem 
is so vart it looks Hke taking 
years to make 1 large-scale 
impact. 

Correspondents visited a hdus- 
ing scheme outside Shanghai, 
where a big dlock of flats_hnas 


been erected for workers. 


The 
buildings, with mn attractive 
exterior and well spaced, will 
house 25,000 families, But all 
the flats will consist of a single 
room, with two bathrooms 
shared by six familles, * 

The premises ure well ven- 
tiated, and-have electric light, 
nurning water amd other con- 
verdences. Occupied flats ine 
spected by correspondents ap- 
parently represented a consider- 
able = advanee on conditions 
previously available to tenants.

Nothing To Indicate That 
Russia Doesn’t Observe 
Rules Of Amateurism 


New York, Aug. 80. 


International Olympic Committee President Avery Brundage, in his first press 
cotiference sihés retitiing from a three-week ttip thtough Russia, sald today that 
he found nothing to indicate that Russla does hot observe the milés of amateurism, 

Mr Brundage made the trip to investigate reports of “State amateurism” — 
that is, athletes wholly supported by the State who do hothing but compete in sports, 


“I put the question directly to 
Nicolalt Romanov, head of the 
Soviet Department of Physical 
Education,” said Mr Srumdage 
“I showed him numerous clip- 
pings from ntw$pz in eeveral 
countries, all saying that Russian 
othictes were State amateurs. 

“Romanov, lh an oficial state- 
ment, assured me that there 
were mo violations of amateur 
rules, and I saw nothing during 
yny trip to lead me to question 
hid statement. 

“As far os I can determine, 
very few if any of the Russians 
are full-time athletes. The 
great mass work or go to school. 
Of course, there undoubtedly 
ore some abuses In| Russia as 
there are in alf countrics. 
Everywhere {n the world I am 
reminded of the American 
college football scholarships and 
asked tf that is pure amateur 
sport.” 

Mr Brundage, a Chicago hotel 
mnugnate who formerly was 
President of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee, pald his own round- 
trip fare to Moscow, and then 
was taken on the = three-week 
tour of Russja accompanied by 
an interpreter. 

“Russia has risen rapidly in 
world sport because It has 
tremendous interest in all 
sports,” he sald, “Remember, 
Russia. does not have the 
facilities many other nations 
have. It doesn’t have the auto~ 
mobiles, radio, television, and 
roads some other countries 
have, .
